THE ABUSE OF TANNER,
The fact that Commissionor of Pen-
glons Tannor has been mado.the apecial

target of those whe nre opposed to the
administration is easlly explained.

Corporal Tanner is & voteran of the
war for the union, in which he did con-
splenously gallant and honorable ser-
vien. He is asincere friond of the old

soldiers, who beliaves it to ba the duty

of the government to make just and
gonarous provision for their care and for
the care of their widows aud orphaned

children. He does not hesitats to de-

colaro his convictions in the malter,

and to eay that it is the duty
ol the pension officials tw, In all
proper wnys, nssist the national de-
fonders in socuring what thoy are en-
titled to from the government rather

than to put obstructions in their way
and by technieal devices and other
methods andeavor to defout their efforts
to obtain what they are entitled to. 1In
the last presidentisl campnign Corporal
Tanner appealed to his comrades to
support the ropublican party because it
had shown itself to be the friend of the
old soldiers, while the democratic party
Yind manifested a disposition,as shown in
the multitude of pension vetoes by the
prosident electad hy that parky, to de-
privo them ns far ns possible of the
promised care apd henificence of the
nation. Hao assured them that in the
event of the republican party being re-
stored to power their claims would not
be gnored, and that they would be
treated justly and generously. When
he was appointed to office he did not
hesitate to reilerate this assurance, and
he has repedted it on several occasions
since.

It i3 beenuse of this uncompromising
attitude of Commissioner Tanner in be-
hatf of the old soldiors that he is being
assailed by the democratic newspapors,
and charged with conduct of which he
18 not guilty, as well as with pur-
poses which he could not possi-
bly carry out under the law if he en-
tertained them. There has been a
great outery regarding the removals
muade by the commissioner, and the
country has been asked to believe that
no democratic head he ocould reach has
been spared. This misrepresentation
is disposed of by Commissioner Tannoer
in the statement that he could almost
counton the {Ingers of one hand the
discharges made on account of the
change of administration. There have
been numerous removals, but these
were made necessary in ovder to keep
within the approprintion, and, of
course, the places reipain vacant.
Chuanges are being made, as was to be
expected, and these will continue to be
mnde until the cominissioner is satistied,
as he hns an unquestionable right to
be, that no more are nacessary in order
to insure efficicoey and a proper ad-
minigtration of the burenu. Democerats
who are old soldiers have been retained
in service with a change of position,
while as to the elerical force, removals
must be filled from the civll service
list, without reforence to the politieal
viows of those who have passed the re-
quired examination. Very much of
what hns been said regarding removals
and appointments by the commissioner
of pensions is consequently seen to be
wholly without warrant.

Of the same character have been the
statements regarding what the commis-
sioner proposed fo do in changing pen-
gion rates. Unquestionably he i3 in
favor of advancing pensions that are
below four dollars a month, and nota
great many fair-minded men will
disagree with him. There are many
men receiving a pension of but one
dollara month. They are either enti-
tled to a larger sum than this or should
be dropped [rom the rolls, Such a sum
paid monthly ean be of little good toany-
body, and to continue it issimply atrav-
estyon the peusion system. Butitisques-
tionable whether the commissioner
of pensions can increase the amount or
discontinue its payment, since it doubt-
less exists by authority of the law. And
this is the case with respect to the en-
tire business of the pension buresu. It
must be administered as provided for
by law. The aiscretionary power of
the ecommissioner is limited, and for
this as for all other branches of the
governmont serviee congress hns pra-
scribed a rule of procedure that must be
regarded. Commissioner Tunner, there
can be no doubt, has notthe least desire
to depart from this, nor is it to be sup-
posed he would be permitied to if
he had the

desire. He very
likely will recommend, when the
proper time comes, changes

which he deamg necessary to correct
existing faults, but in the meantime he
‘will doubtless falthfully observe the
laws as he finds them. This he can do
at the sane time that be ronders every
propor assistance to old soldiers and
thelr dependent relatives in proving
their olnim to the beneficence of the
government, a service that no right-
thinking eitizen will object to. Cor-
poral Tanner has the confldence of the
veterans, and while they may count
upon his friendly ofMices to the full ex-
tent of his power, there nead be no ap-
prehiension that he will ovorstep the
limits of his authority as proscribed by
law.

SOME OF THE RESULTS.

It will be interesting to note some of
the resilts of the comprehensive inquiry
by the sennte committee in New York
a8 to the oporation of the inter-state
commeree act, The committee ohtained
opinions from some of the ablest and
most expervienced railrond men in the
country, and also from representative
businoss men. All of those summoned
before the committes ware nllowed the
laveest latitnde in the expression of
their views, and tho guestions asked by
mambers of the commitiee left no
ground uncovered, It wus the most
thorough inquiry respecting the work-
iug of the lnw since it went into affect,
and the views exprassed, which ave
tlikely to have an inlluence in determin-
ing the question of chaugos lu the law,
are instructive snd of genoral interest.

While there wors differances of opin-
fon regarding cortain features of the
law, notably the anti-pocting provision,
the goueral expression was thel the
principle of tho law should be main-
tined and vnforeed, Cervlain modiden-
tions and amendments wero arged, und

with regard W the long aud short

haul clavse the opinfon whs neasly
uniform that it is objoctionable, but
no ono suggested that the law
ns a whole should be abandoned. This
muat ba accapted as a rather decisive
victory for the principle embodied in
the inter-state commerco act, in view
of the attitude of tho raillronds toward
it during the first year of its existence,
Unquestionably railroad prosidents
would not have been found a year ago
a unit 1n support of this legislation, and
the fact that they are so now augures fa-
vorably for their fulure complinnce
with it, which is the one thing nceoes-
sary to such a thorough practical test
as will demonstrate the faults and de-
focts of the lnw and enable congroass to
intelligently chango and improve it. It
wns impossible to ascertain in what re-
speats the law should be changed, with
reference to the rights of the public
nna the equitable interests of the rail-
ronds, so long as railroad manngers
miule war on the law or evaded its ro-
quirements. 1f they will now obey it,
the maintennnce of the principle it em-
bodies being assured, there will be lit-
tle diffleulty in areiving at what is
nacessary to improve the law ana reén-
der its operation more satisfactory to all
intorosts,

We have heretofore noted that
nearly all  the railrond presidents
who appeared before the commit-

toe cxpressod their opposition to the
unti-pooling clnuse of the inter-state act
and in favor of legalized pooling, but
there was valuable opinion to the con-
wrary, and this question seems as much
in dispute as ever. Itegarding the long
and short haul elnuse, which i3 a very
vital part of the act, the general opin-
ion was that if rigidly enforced it must
prove harmful. The principal direc-
tions in which it was thought to be cer-
tain to do injury are in interforing with
exports for competition in foreign mar-
kats and in transferring teaffic from
American toCanadian railroads. There
were other objections, but these were
the most important, and it is not im-
probable that they will receive atten-
tion from congress. Certainly if it can
be demonstrated that the operation of
this clause has the effoct of checking
oxports, and also of placing A merican
railronds at a serious disadvantage in
competition with those of Canada, some
modifleation of it will be necessary.

The objections made to certain fea-
turea of the law, and the opinion of a
few who were heard by the committee
that it is an unmixed evil,
has giver an opportunity to those
critice who have always opposed
this legislation to nagain  assail
it as mischievous and dangerous. This
sort of criticism is as idlo asit s un-
warranted. The law is not perfect. No
human wisdom could have framed a
perfect law for such a purpose. DBut its
operation has shown that the principle
is right, snd had the law been honestly
complied with and uniformly enforeed
there might be no grounds for some of
the objections now urged against it.
On the whole the experiment has been
g0 largely successful as to fully justify
publie sentiment in favor of maintain-
ing the law and improving it as experi-
ence shall suggest.

THE PARK COMMISSION.

The park commissioners appointed by
the distriet judges are conceded on all
hands to be men of character and re-
sponsibility. . The members of the com-
mission are largely interested in the
growth and permanént prosperity of
this city. A majority of the commission
have traveled extensively in this coun-
try and abroad, and have seen what has
been done in the great cities of the
world in the way of parks and boulevards.
They ought to have well defined
views with regara to the effects of parks
upon the health of population cen-
ters, and the advantages derived from
surrounding a city with broad avenues
and well-kept parks. :

Tt now devolves upon the commission
to improvise a well-digested, carefully
prepared system of parks and boule-
vards for Omaha, It is not to be ex-
peeted that this will be done in a day,
nor is it possible for the commission to

make any very Iarge addition
to our existing parks during this
season. But it is not expecting too

much to anticipate an earnest and en-
ergetie effort to formulate and lay out
the work that is projected. If any
doubt is entertained as to the extent to
which Omaha i willing to go in the
establisment of parks and boulavards,
they can through an informal mesting
readily ascertnin the views of our
heuviest taxpayers.
H
THE CITY HALL PLANS.

The city hall plans recommended by
the committee on public property and
buildings, have been adopted by the
council by an almost unanimous. vote,
The concurrence of the council 1n the
judgment of the committee is a gratify-
ng evidence that no more delays and
dilntory tactics will be countenanced in
progecuting this work, There may be,
ns was to have been expected, a wide
divergence us to the merits of the re-
spective  plans, but it is conceded
that in arriving at its conclusion
and in giving preference to the *‘Gate
City" plans the committee has exercised
its own best judgment, regardless of all
pressure from without und within,

The ndoption of the new eity hall
pians removes one of the most serious
obstacles so far encountered in car-
rying the project to complotion,
Il the council will now promptly adver-
tise for bids and let the contract to o
responsible and thoroughly reliable
builder without wrangling, thore should
be no difculty in having the building
rowtdy for occupancy by the end of next
yoear, At wny rate, work should be
begun on the reconstruction of the base~
ment within sixty days.

THE DAKOTA ELECTIONS,

It is o lamentable fact that the labor-
ing classes of the two Dakotus, the farm-
ors and artisans, do not take a lively in-
JAerost in the work incidental to state-
liood,

Returns from the elention held vester-
duy in the territory to select delegates
to the two constitutsonal conventions to
he hald July 4th, indicate thut the total
vola in South Dalkota will not exceed
fifty thousaud, which is less than one-
half ps many votes os wore cast upon
the same proposition in 1885, notwith-

standing I.he-'i:"fcmmd population. T4
is truo that nb[waather was bad, raln
falling durinj the entire day, but this
in itself was iusufficient to havo so ma=
torially roduced the vote. In Beadle
county, the ¢radle in which the state-
hood movemeht Hns been nurtured, and
ono of the mest populous counties in
South Dakota, loss than two thousand
ballots were cast. This undesirable
result of thae election can be, with
renson, ascribed alone to* the indiffer-
ence of the faemers and mechanics, who,
it would appenr, are satisfiod to let the
politicians runs the machine to suit
themselves, The onuse of this is appar-
ent. After nearly four years of politi-
cal bickerings over the statohood move-
ment, the honest mechanic and his
countiy cousing, the farmers, have be-
came disgusted with the methods and
the lenders. Their pationce has beon
sorely tried, and now that statehood is
lnid at their feet, they will have none
of it.

This condition of nffuirs is to be de-
plored. The voters of these classos are
in the majority, and by the judicial use
of thelr power they could easily thwart
any projects of politienl schemors that
might revert to the injury of the new
states, and unless they do bring 1nto
operation this power, they may have
everlnsting cause for regretting that
they did not do so.

Tho farmers and artisang of the Da-
kotns should awalie and  interest them-
selves in the work preliminary to the

admission of the territory into the union
of stutos.

GoverNor Coorgr, of Colorado, has
a most ambitions scheme in mind, He
wants tho governors of wostern statoes
to niad him in calling a “western con-
gress"” at Denver, which shall discuss
what efforts must be mude to securs
government aid in bujlding reservoirs
for irrigating purposes west of the Mis-
souri. The projoct sounds very much
like the Toexas deep harbor schemse, in
which the government is to pay out
millions in the construction of a deep
waler harbor on the coast of Texas,
The resevvoir plan is evon more stu-
pendous. [t contemplates reclaiming
the arid regions from the headwaters
ol the Missouri to the Mexican gulf, It
is true congress appropriated soms two
hundred and fifty-thousand dollars to
carry out the preliminary work of this
grand conception, but it is a question,
nevertheless, whether the national gov-
ernment would embark in a venture
that might involve a greater outlay
that De Lesseps Panama canal, and may
in the end prove just as impracticable.

Trinity the Soene of the Twoenty-
sooond Annual Qonferenoce.

IMPOSING OPEN|NG EXERCISES.

An Unusually Large Number of Olers
gymen and Laymen FPresent
From All Portions of
the Btate,

To=day's Proceedinas.

It was an imposing sight where Afty
white robed priests filod up the contral alsle
of Trinity cathedral, while the magniflcent
cholr sang “Ouward Christain Soldiers.” It
wiis the oponing sorvice of the twently-see-
ond annual council of the Episcopal dio-
cese of Nebraska, Holy communion was
eelebrated with all the pomp and beauty of
the Episcopal choral lithurgy, the bishops,
assistod by the dean and other elergymen of-
ficiating,

During the service the bishop delivered his
annual addresa to tho clergy. After
spoaking  bLriefly of the work . bufore
the council, and exhorting the delegates
present to be faithful io the service they
wore present to perform, ho reviewed the
ovents of tho past yoar, and asmong othor
statistics recited the following:

Deacons ordained i, vriests ordalaed 4,
ounddidutes for Holy Orders 107, ecleriey re-
colved 4, clorgy dismissed 4, olorgy died 1,
prosent number of clergymen surolled 46,
Iny readers licensed 94, coofirmations 370,
churches dedicated 6,

The chureh worlk in tho dipcese, in all its
branches, ho said, s proerossing most satis.
factorily. He paid most glowing tributes to
the memory of Bishop Suimuel Simith Harrels,
sccond bishop of Michigun, and Bishop Kd-
wird Randolph Walles, third bishop of Wis-
consin, both of wnom died during the year,
and also to the mamory of 1lev. Jumes Pater-
son, priest, who doparted this life since the
last church council.

He recommended the adoption by the coun-
cll of a mumoriul to the next general confor-
ence askiong that the diocesn ba divided as
the work required now s too great to
be satlsfactorily performea by one bishop,
He touched upon and exprossed his views
concorning various matters now agitating
thoe church, Speaking of socialism, he said
that aslong as its object shiall be stmply the
joining toguther of capital and labor ho could
8068 no conteadiction between it and cheis-
tianity, He also made several sugeestions
concerning the work Lo bo accomplished dur-
gz the present your,

Holy communion being  concluded the
clergy and lmty adjourned to the chapel and
organized for business by the slection of
Rev., W. O, Pearson secratary, and Reov, W.
T, Whitmore nssistant sooretary.

Upon motion of Dean Gardnor, all visiting
clergymen not regularly electod delegates and
all candidates for holy orders wore nccoraed
honorary sonts in the council. The confor.
ence then adjourned until 2 o'elock. During
the moon hour lunch was served by the
Indies of the church in one of the aute-
rooms.

found that the necessary legal steps had not

2en taken to entitle Mr. Bell to a seat, but
ccomuendod thut the missionary priosts
moet during vhe rovess and pr Lo naue
a ropresentative in the council from St.
Phillips. Mr. Bell attemptod to spealt, but
was interrupted by Rov, Whitinarsh, who
said thut inasmuch as Mr. Boll had been
hoard five or slx times already, and as he had
no standing in the councll, he did not think
he should further monopolize the tlme.
Other remuarks more or less heated followed,

Mr, Barker moved that the wmissionary
priosts be instrugted to retire und appoint
Mr. Bell as the represontative of St. Phillips,

This brought Rev. H. L. Gambles, rector of
St. Phillip’s, to lus fest. He did not see why
the missionary priests should not have a
voice in this selection, and opposad woy such
poremptory aotion. The council, he said, had
thus far heard but one side of the question.
